An act of Congress of July 15th, 1870, ad- 
mitting Georgia for the second time 
into the Union, contains the following 
language.

Whereas, The acts of Congress of July 

15th, 1870, docs not fix said time and the 
same cannot now be definitely settled un- 
til Congress shall decide by the actual ad- 
mission of our Senators and Kepresenta- 
tives; and 
Whereas, It is unwise further to compli- 
cate affairs by the election of new officers 
while the period when the State Govern- 
ment as such under the constitution begins 
its existence is uncertain; 
Therefore resolved, That the General 
Assembly so shape legislation as that no 
election shall be held for the various officers 
provided for by the constitution, until Con- 
gress, by the admission of our Senators and 
Kepresentatives, or in some other way, 
shall definitely determine whether the 
constitution of this State is held to go into 
5 as the paramount law in 1868 or 
in 1870. 


The constitution of Georgia explicitly 
provides for an election of memers of the 
lower House of the General Assembly and 
of Senators from those districts having odd 
numbers on Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day (it being the 8th) of November, 1870.

Orangemen and Ribbon Men, 


On the 12th instant, there occurred a se- 
rious riot In New York, which grew out of 
a celebration by Orangemen of the battle 
of the Boyne. Several lives were Jost and 
many Irishmen were engaged on both 
sides. In commenting on this deplorable 
occurrence, we called attention to the woe- 
ful effects of the unwise policy adopted by 
the conqueror towards the vanquished, in 
confiscating the lands of the followers of 
Jamies and partitioning them among the 
Dutch and English followers of William 
Allusion was made in terms not to be mis- 
understood, if carefully read, to the bad 
taste, not to say folly, after a lapse of one 
hundred and eighty years, of taunting by 
processions in the streets, or other public 
exhibitions, the descendants of the de- 
feated party. We had nothing to say about 
the religious controversy which was so 
much mingled with the politics of Europe 
at the period of the revolution which cost 
James his crown and gained for William 
of Orange the throne of Great Britain. 

We are living at a period now too far ad- 
vanced,in the nineteenth century, to be 
disposed, even if prejudice inclined us in 
that direction, to seek to justify the wrongs 
inflicted upon Ireland on religious grounds. 
For, however angry the controversy be- 
tween Roman Catholicism and Protestant- 
ism may have been one huadred and 
eighty years ago, the spirit of the present 
age, and especially the animus of the peo- 
ple of America, is condemnatory of the 
mingling of sectarian considerations in 
questions of State policy. Protestants and 
Catholics may rejoice or sorrow over the 
defeat of James at the Boyne, as their con- 
victions or prejudices may determine them. 
But confiscating the lands of the conquer- 
ed and placing over tenantry landlords of 
foreign birth, adventurers whose prejudic- 
es, sympathies and habits of thought are 
antagonistic to those of the masses of the 
people, is not justifiable on political con- 
siderations. 

Certainly one hundred and eighty years 
of British ex perience in Ireland has demon- 
strated its folly. Had there been a more 
generous policy pursued towards Ireland 
after the battle of Boyne water,there would 
perhaps been no Ribbonmen ten years from 
its date, the Orange Societies would never 
had an existence, the fierce aftagoniam of 
the Roman Catholics and Protestants in 
that unfortunate island would long since 
have subsided, and the riat in New Yerk 
would never have occurred.

NIGHT DISPATCHES. 

Paris, July 30.—The Journal Officiel. 
this morning, published Benedetti’s ex- 
planation of the secret treaty affair. It is 
well known that Count Von Bismarck made 
France an offer, both before and after the 
war with Austria. The substance of this 
offer was that France should take Belgium 
as compensation for the aggrandizement of 
Prussia. The Emperor in all cases declined 
the proposition. The very moment the 
treaty of Prague was coneluded, Bis- 
marck has again betrayed his desire to 
restore equilibrium, and make proposals to 
combinations affecting the integrity of the 
States bordering on France, 

During one of these conversations, Count 
Von Bismarck dictated to Count Benedetti 
his secret treaty project which has just been 
made public, and which Count Von Bis- 
marck has kept ever since. This accounts 
for the handwriting. Benedetti cave notice 
of the contents of the proposed treaty to 
the Emperor's government at Tenie, but 
the position was promptly rejected.
